On February 5, 2010, Virgin Island Telephone Corporation (VITELCO) petitioned the
Commission “for the election of price cap regulation no later than July 1, 2010, and, to the extent
necessary, limited waivers of certain universal service high-cost support rules related to VITELCO’s
election.”’ VITELCO maintains that such a ruling “would be consistent with the Commission’s
longstanding policy and practice of promoting efficient forms of regulation.”> VITELCO also believes a
grant of its petition “would allow VITELCO and its customers to enjoy the same public interest benefits
recently extended to other carriers and their customers. . . .”

Interested parties may file comments on the VITELCO Petition on or before March 5, 2010 and
reply comments on or before March 15, 2010. Filings in this proceeding should be captioned
“VITELCO Petition for Price Cap Conversion” and filed in WC Docket No. 10-39.

merely a listing of the subjects discussed. More than a one- or two-sentence description of the views and
arguments presented generally is required.” Other rules pertaining to oral and written ex parte
presentations in permit-but-disclose proceedings are set forth in section 1.1206(b) of the Commission’s
